Patondtre should lave boon left with- 
out a line of information from Paris 
while peace between his Government 
and that of China was notually being 
coticluded in that city: that be should 
hinve been dependent for news of this 
p of Shang.

days after it had taken place, aud that 
the despatch in which be was ordered 
up to ‘Lientsin was, according to re- 
port, couched in somewbat brusque 
and’ sorimonious terms: argues an 
absence of that suaviter in modo, it 
we may use the expression substan.

deterred by chivalrous instinots from 
stiffening theic backs at the expense of 
‘M. Patendtre. It would therefore be 
without the emallest surprise that we 

















should bear of China having tarued the 
tables upon France, and brought for- 
ward some unexpected obstacle in the 
way of a speedy settlement, Rumonre, 
indeed, have beon freely current daring 
the last few days that the Chinese have 
actually demanded an indemnity from 
Franoe; and althongh telegrams re- 
ceived ou Monday morning do not eup- 
pork this statement, it is difficult to 
jove that there has been absolutely no 
rn whatever. Such a policy would be 
emiuently characteristic, and whatever 
might be its outcome it could not 
but harass and aunoy France very 
considerably. The Chinese are qnite 
shrewd enough to suspect that the 
sudden willivgness of France to make 
peace in Asia sprang mainly from 
the imminence of still more important 
complications in Europe, and the im- 
perative necessity of having her haude 
froo to act in Larmony with Russia, 
That the nogoti now progressing 
in Tientsin may be euccessful, aud the 
armistice be worged into a pence, ii 
possible enough, in spite of allthe con! 
gencies we have been considering ; but 
it is by no means cer! whatever 
arrangements may be arrived at apon 
paper we cannot but look upon the 
French tenure of Tor as exceed 
ingly precarious. Indeed, if France gets 
entangled in a European war, we liave 
not the slightest doubt that China will 
turn round upon her and attem 
to wrest Tonquin from her gri 
altogether; for “forced oaths,” enid 
Confucius, “the gods do not hear,” 
and in spite of all the ‘Treaties that 
ever were forced upon them the Chinese 
will make au effort to drive out the 
invaders the very first chance they get. 
Aud that such a chauco is uot very 
far off the most superficial observer 
must perceive, The harried prepara- 
tions for the defence of Viadivostok 
made by the Russian commander, the 
harried chartering of first-class steamers 
by the British Government in these 
waters, the massing of British men-of- 
war at Nagasaki, the sudden departure 
of the Daring, the receipt of im 
portant telegrams, and the presence of 
the Agamemnon at Port Hamilton, 
—all point to the imminence of an 
event, perbaps at our very doors, that 
will affect not the relations of Chi: 
and France alone, but those of countries 
bound to us by nearer tiee, A war 
with Russia about the Afghan frontier 
does not by any means imply a strug- 
gle on the frontier itself ouly. It im- 
plies fighting all over the world, and 
the prevalence of the laws of war in 
every place where Russian and Euglich 
may be, And if France, by 
strange quarrel she appears to 
been trying to pick with Egypt, 
s to take sides with Rassia 
against England, it will scarcely be 
in the interest of Englaud to sup- 
port French claims in Tongnin, In 
such a position of affairs China would 
see a golden opportuuily, She knows 
that Russia is cynically aggressive, and 
that Russian ivflaence ou Ler Western 








































































































frontier has for long years been # aharp 
thorn in ber side. -She also knows 
that England bus saved her from war 
on more than one occasion, that it is 
primarily due to an English officer 
that the Mancha dynasty is now 
upon the throne, aud that nob one 
equare incl of Chinese territory is in 
danger from English greed. Chinero 
troops and Chinese war-ships officered 
by Englishmen would we think be 
able to give a good account of them- 
selves, and the French, at least, have 
cause to regret the impetuosity which 
led them to enst their lot upon the 
side of Russia, Whatever the policy 
of Franoe may be, let her be sure 
of this—that her esponsal of the 
Russian cause against England will 
lead to a fi outbrenk of trouble in 
Tonquin, aud plunge her once more 
into hostilities with China, Still, in 
spite of all appearances, we are loath 
to believe thata country with whom we 
ave for so long been on cordial terms 
should suddenly turn against us with 
out cause. France and Englund have 
been friends for half a century or more, 
and at present neither hae any ground 
of quarrel with the other, “What we 
have written is, wo fear, justified hy the 
present aspect of affairs to a very inrgo 
extont; but bitherto at airy rate there 
bas been no rupture between Franco 
and England, aud itis to be hoped by 
moderate mon in both countries that 
nothing of the sort will ever really 
lnppen, England has never inj 
France, and an outbreak of hostilities

able, if they choose, to exeroise in. 
fluence, that class ia unquestionably 
domestic servants, We do not say that 
the influence exerted is always very 
apparent, still less that it is always 
good ; but although it ie proverbially 










inner working of a Chinn 
although there must ever be a grent 
gulf fixed between the Chinese and the 
European, to cross which no bridge-has 
yet been construoted,—it is evident 
Ubat no native, male or femule, can 
coutinue for years in the service of 
foreign family without being affected 
by Uhe association, Now it will be at 
once conceded that here in Chinn, as at 
home, a very considerable proportion 
of one’s daily comfort dependy upon 
having good servants; and it must be 
clear that the excellence or otherwise 
of a Chinese sorvaut rests mainly, 
though not exclusively, upon the train- 
ing received at the hands of his em- 
ployer, Generally speal 
coutrovertible that foreigners have 
wonderfully improved this class of the 
population since their arrival in China, 
We read that when Sir Walter Med. 
huret first arrived here in 1843, 




















attendance upon the British Consul,

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at dinner mde precisely the same 
‘hee=bawing’ that peasants and la- 
Bourors indulge iv when carrying heavy 
biirdens through the strests. They 
Were alao addicted to other habits, still 
barbarous aud offensive; of these 
it ia’ not necessary to speak more plain- 
ly. Oompare, then, smart, well- 
trained, well>mannered Cantonese, with 
bleau-shaved head, and thoroughly ap 
to bis duties, with the anlicked orew 
who waited tipon our first settlers here 5 
or vompare him, say, with the very 
gooduatured and obliging, but dirty, 
unsbaved, auwashed, covlie who offi- 
ciates as waiter in a firat-class Chinese 
restaurant, or who Sgures as attendant 
in the honse of an ordinary well-to-do 
Chinese merchant: and it will be seen 
‘at cuce how much foreigners have done 
to improve this particular olass. We 
do not now speak of their honesty, 
Pooket-handkerchiefs aud cigars could 
no doubt a talo unfold, had they the 
faoulties for doing eo. But we do uot 
bolieve that Chinese servants are, as a 
olags, worse i respect than for- 
eign servants it must be allowed 
that, if well looked after, their effiency 
is quite as great. It may be laid 
down as an axiom that the man who 
never has good servants Las only him. 
solf to blame; and conversely, that 
where & master and mistress tnke a 
roal interest in their servants’ welfare, 
look after thoir comfort, respeot such of 
their prejudices as are harmless, and 
tonch them by practical experience tho 
superiority of cleauliness and respect- 
ability to dirt and evil habits, they will 
hbo well served in return, and be able to 
attach their dependents to them for ne 
long as they remain in China, We 
have heard it said that there are some 
people who cannot get servants to stay 
with them—mho find it difficult, even, 
to get servants to come to thom at all, 
As long as there are those who cau say 
that their houseboys or amabe Lave been 
with thom for fifteen years, it requires 
no great insight to discover where 

faalt lies in the former onse; and when 
those who keep their servants with 
them for 80 long are perfeotly looked 
after and served, their houses kept 
clean aud comfortable, and their tables 
well appoiuted, it is permissible to con- 
clude that the Chinese know very well 
how to appreointe and repay kind treat 
ment, It is not trac, Lowever, that 
foreigners in Shanghai are divisible 
into these two classes only—those 
who habitually scold or ill-treat 
their domestics, and those who make a 
study of theic welfare. ‘here are 
others, who simply neglect them: who 
are too Inzy, or loo apathetic, to train 
them or correct their faults: who, from 
sheer indolence, pass over an act of 
wilfal disobedience or gross stupidity : 
sud who do uot even take the trouble 
to iusist on being treated civilly. Now 
such people are not acting fairly to 
their servants, for they are materially 
reducing their chances of getting other 
places when they, the employers, go 
home. Nor are they acting with due 


























consideration to the comfort or con: 
venience of their friends, This, per- 
haps, is the view of the question which 
will recommend itself most readily to 
our readers. There are several heuses 
Shanghai where, when Jadies call, 
the front door is shut in their faces, 
and they are left standing on the steps 
while the blne-coat boy of the period 
lounges upstairs to present their-cards. 
At other houses the visitor is allowed 
to come as far as the dvorsmat; bat 
the idea of ushering him, or ber, 
into the drawing-room never enters 
the servant’s head, here are some 
ladies in Shanghai who, to their 
oredit be it spoken, tuke care that 
their friends shall not be treated 
in this rude mauuer; bat the majority 
of them do not, apparently, think it 
worth while to give their servauts pro- 
per instructions. ‘'here are some ex- 
cellent aud respectable establishments, 
too, where hall-porters are kept ; that 
is, n boy is placed jast within the en- 
trance to answer enquiries, take up 
cards, aud so ou. It is edifying to seen 
lordly person of this sort lounging in an 
easy bamboo chair, and staring stolidly 
at visitors as they go in and out, He 
never dreams of opening the door for a 
Indy, even though the door may happen, 
perhaps, to be a heavy one; be never 
droams of showing a visitor upstairs, 
thongh there are several other superin« 
tive oreatures to look after the door 
meanwhile; and the most that oan be 
got from him is a stupid aud superci- 
lious “ Have got topside ”—the * top- 
le cluding perlaps two or three 
landings and @ great many differout 





























rooms, Now these are simply instances, 
and no more, of the bovrishuees of 
some of the servants in Shanghai, aud 


they might be multiplied to a very 
large extent, Tho fault lies, not with 
the China-boys themselves, but with 
the masters aud mistresses ; for there 
is proof enongh and to spare that, 
properly looked after, the Chinese 
make admirable aud trustworthy ser- 
vnute. But when they are neglected 
they become about as bad as servants 
can well be, and of course their em- 








suffer. The best thing about a China- 
man is that he is so trainable. Even 
the stupidest native may be trained to 
do his work almost to perfection; be 
may not uuderstaud the why and the 
wherefore of what he is told, but, ouce 
told, he will obey with the regularity of 
® machine. It may be a little irritat- 
ing to find an enormous fire piled up 
some suddenly hot day in May, simply 
because the coolie has not been told 
that fires are to be discontinued ; but 
when due allowance is made for the 
automatic uature of the man bimeelf, 
it will be found that in that very den 
ness there is an element of trustworthi- 
ness which only needs proper guidance 
to prove a safe and excellent substitute 
for genius.

Tue Chinese can boast of a philosopher 
who was like uo ofter that the world 
has known, {t was remarkable that 
such @ man should be found a, 
since India or Greece would have suited 
him better, He thought about ideas 
rather than things, and struggled to 
grasp ultimate truths, The mystery 
of the world he looked at full in the 
face, and endeavoured to reduce it to 
an intelligible shape. Like Buddha ho 
tried to seize the deepest truths with 
which the soul can be conversant, Ho 
lad uot Baddln’s intense sympathy, 
nor his benevolence, aud therefore bad 
less success as a teacher, Yet he was 
like him in seeking to lift the flimey 
veil of common errors and gaze on tho 
fair form of trath which the superficial 
observer never sees. Buddha was more 
imaginative, but Lno-teze the more 
abstruse. To Buddha the world of 
matter was a olinrm, a delusive scone, 
wrought by the art of adomon operator, 
who had the intention to mislead mai 
kind. ‘The Obinese philosopher contents 
himself with language less romautio, 
when saying that it is the five sonnds 
that make mon denf and the five

eyes pierced behind the outward dunli- 
ty of heaven and earth. He saw that 
there was ‘within the enue of 
things au eternal Unity ‘shia pol 
soual, ho calls Ti, God, and as impor. 
sonal he calls Tao, ultimate principle. 
Ho seems to consider the impersonal 
to be personal, whiok i 
evolved from it, but on this he line not 
fa definite statement. ‘This is very wide 
apart from Buddbe’s view, who. finds 
no real basis for the universe in God 
an imporsounl principle, but argues 
Justily for unreality both in nature oud 
God. 

Lao-teze's views were in strong 
trast with those of the orthodox 
of China. Coufucius and Mencins cov- 
neoted themselves in unbroken succes. 
sion with Wen Wang and Ohou Kung 
in the 11th century before Christ, with 
‘T'ang in the 18th, with Yii in the 22nd, 
and with Yao aud Shun in the 28rd 
and 24th, They were neither ascetio nor 
speculative, but realistic and praotionl, 
‘The sage Lus a real world to do with, 
aud Le must have real aud subetantial 
principles wherewith to regulate that 
world, He kuows low to adjust things 
in harmony with each other, the moral 
with the material, the higher with the 
lower, When he bas succeeeded iu-this 
his work is done. He is a worker, not 
ahermit, He deala with the real, not 
with the speculative. But -Lno-teza 
felt tho influence of the wave of idoalistio 
thought rolling eastward from its honig 
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the west. Hoe is as truly an evolu~ 
tionist as if he had been brought up 
iui Babylonian. school, aud as much 
‘an asoetio as if he hnd been born 
aHindoo. There never yet was any 
foreigner who read Lao-teze either in 
8 translation or in the original who was 
not strack the idea of evolution 
and the fondness for the number thre 
appearing there. ‘he ultimate princi 
ple, Tao, produces the First, the First 
produces ths Second, the Second pro- 
duoes the Third, and the Third prodaces 
all things, Here is in distinct form an 
evolutionary oosmogony on a principle 
of triple development, Then we bave 
the three possibly-foreign words, Yi 
Hai, Wei, explained by ‘Taoist authors 
to mean distant, vacant, subtle, 
which Lao-tszo himself says are 
sorutable and blend together so a: 
to become one. Remusat, a Fronch 



























lation of tbe Tao TS Ching adopts hi 


view. But they may, so far as they 
aro foreign words, be more proba 
bly referred to.the Babylonian Trinity, 
because of the evolutionary cosmogony, 
whioh, though not Jewish, is certainly 
Babylouian, Modern Coufacianiem i 
adopting from the T & cosmo- 
gony, has not been true to the tradition 
of the sages, and has become in this 
rospoot anything but olasvical or truly 
orthodox. Lao-tsze las imparted to 
modern Confucianism a speculative 
charaoter which Confucius himsolf would 
have disow Bat his asoeticiem has 
not made Confucianists asvetio, Here 
the contrast remains marked aud de- 
vided of old. Tho realistic and 
practionl spirit which Confucius in. 
herited from primitive China was 
transmitted to his later disciples, who 
are ready always for the service of the 
Stale, and make a point of seeking to 
realize to the fall the old teaching 
of family duty aud morality, 

Where did the suggestions come 
which made Lao-teze think so deeply ? 
Was it entirely by his own restlessuess 
of iumgivation that he was led to write 
those for ever remarkable 5,000 words, 
whioh form the short embodiment of 
the thivking of more than half a cen- 
tury? A new spirit pervades ‘oa: | 
difforent from that which meets us in 
the olsssics, Externally they are a 
politioal manual. They are the art of 
goverument reduced to a philosophical 
form, This is Lao-teze’s own, It is 
the dootrine of passivity, that is, of 
the use of an evergy which does not 
appear to be energy, aud there is in 
this nothing distinctively foreign, But 
iu evolution and the idea of God in 
triple manifestation we may see tho 
effect of Western inflaonce, as also in 
the ascelio apirit which Lao-teze admired. 
Straues finds many quotations in the 
Yao 16 Obing from early Taoist writers, 
and he accounts for the Thirteen Min- 
istors of Life and of Death which no 
commentary has yet explained satis- 
factorily by supposing an incomplete 
quotation, While. uo remaius exist 





















































of such writers the idea is not with- 
out the bonuds of probability. Lao- 
teze intended to go to the weet, thnt 
region the principles of whose iden- 
listio thought he lad pondered for 
80 many years. A disciple of his doo- 
trines, Lieh-teze, said that there was a 
sage in the west, as if he felt that 
valuable knowledge had already come 
from that quarter.

ventures therefore to make some further 
suggestions which he divides iuto six heads ;

1.—The law prohibiting the candidates 
from obtaining outside assistance shonld be 
enunciated afresh. 

There are many ways in which this is 
obtained, wheu the subjects are announced. 
A candidate writes them out and has 
them thrown over the wail to a confeds- 
rate in waiting, who sends him back by the 
same meaus ready-made answers to his 
questions, ‘The servant in attendance 
upon each alley or row of cells is often 
himself a professional essay-writer who 
obtains this position from the nonce to

2—Care must be taken in the choice of 
the copyists employed to transcribe the 
papers of the candidates before they are 
submitted to the scrutiny of the Examiner. 

‘The vices of copyists are many. Some 
required to be bribed, or they intentionally 

off a haaty copy omitting some char- 
asay of the candidates, which 
siyle. Many of the copyists, 
tov, are literary graduates, who, for a 

ideration, touch up the papers of 
some of the candidates and correct their 
mistakes, of, again, put private marks on 
the copies, that the author of the paper 
may be known ; while others arrange 
throngh the servants of officers engage 
conducting the examination to have the 
copies of their papers numbered with a 
certain number in the series that the 
author may be known and his papers 
passed, 

‘The remedy for this state of things is the 
increase of official inspectors, by whom 
alone the papers should be numbered and 
stamped, instead of by their servante 
ollicer who receives the papers: should 
further note the number of corrections and 
addenda on each paper befure passing it on 
to the copyist. 

3.—Care should be taken in the selecti 
ofan assistant examiner, who should 
variably be a now arrival ‘in the provineo 
and not an oficial of long-standing, who 
would be in a position to make arrauge- 
meuts with the caudidates beforehand. 

4—Moro attention must be paid to th 
scrutiny of the general paper set at tho 
Usird oF last of the three periods into which 
oxaminations are divided. ‘This paper, 
which is au essay on some general subject, 
gives great scope for the exhibition of 
scholarship, but is seldom noticed by the 
examiner, 

5.—A revision of the papers of the ro- 
jected candidates should be made. It is 
the practice of the assistant examiners to 
abandon the scrutiny of any paper that 
may remain after a suficient number of 
good papers have beon passed for subinis- 
sion to the chief examiner, so that many 
papers are never read at all, 

6.—Care should be taken in the final in- 
spection of the papers of tho successful 
candidates to seo that their compositions 
are not copies of old documents. 

Zud_and 3rd.—(1) Tho Acting 
of Hunan reports the trial of « 
certain individual for fraudulent personifi- 
cation aud the sentences passed upon him- 
self and others implicated in the offence. 
Chou Chia-pu, the individual in question, 
js a native of Chfang-sha Hsien, aud in 
former days was a “brave,” obtaining for 
his services in actiou a blue feather aud the 
grade of pa tsuig, or sergeant, which he 
now holds, Sonte three years »go hi 
services were dispensed with, and he re- 
turned to his native town, where he came 
across an old acquaintance of his called 
Huang Shou-ch‘ang, who told him that 
he, Huang, had in his possession a cap- 
commission belonging to one Chou 
‘Yé-fu. Chou Chia-pu bought this com- 
mission from Huang for 40 strings of 
cash, and, assuming the name of Chou 
‘Té-fu, joined the Governor's Brig 
that the higher rank which 
fraudulent assumption of 
Chou Té-fu’s uame would give him better 
opportunites of being employed on special 
service, not to mention the fact that he 
would obtain the pay of the higher rank. 
‘Vie fraud was subsequently discovered by 
Tien Fu-shéng, a Lieutenant Colonel 
the same Brigade, who threatened to 
expose Chou unless he gare him money. 
Chou paid the Colouel Tis. 24 to hold his 
tongue, and matters went on quietly for 
some time, until, in the autumn of the year 
1883, the Colonel again made a demand 
upon Chou for a loan of more money. 





















































































































‘This Chou refused, whereupon the Colonel 








prevailed upon one Li Pi-ch‘ing to as- 
sumo the spurions name of Chou Té- 
lin, and representing himself to be the 
brother of Chou Té-fu to charge Chow 
Chia-pu at the office of the Colonel of the 
regiment with the fraudulent assumption 
of his brother's name and rank, the Volouel’s 
object being to extort more’ money from 
Chiou Chia-pu, ‘Tho charge was duly made, 
and the Colouel having reported itto the 
Scting Gurernor, the Alilitary. Secretariat 
was ordered to investigate the circum 
stances of the case inconcert with the Judge 
and Prefect of Chang-sha acting under the 
orders of the latter. ‘The enquiry elicited 
from the parties an admission of the facts 
as narratedabove, andthe Memorialist, after 
verifying the evidence by a personal exami- 
nation of the parties, proceeded to pass 
sentence upon them, 

‘The following are the provisions of the 
law upon which he based his judsmo 

@.— Any person who shail purchase a 
commission, and fraudulently assuming 
the uame of the rightful owner thereof, 
proceed to enter upon the duties of his 
office, shall be decapitated after the usual 
period of incarceration. 

b.— Any person, whether official or a 
private individual, who shall falsely pre 
tend that a certain matter personally con- 
cerns him, and shall obtain a hearing of 
charges brought under such fa'se pretences, 
shall, if upon the investigation of Uhe case 
it bo proved that the matter doos not con- 
cern him, be exposed in the cangue for 
three months aud at the expiration of this 
poriod shall be banished into military ser- 
vitude upon anearfeoutier. Such eeutence 
shall be passed whether the charges bronght 
be true or false, and irrespective of the 
fact whether money be or be uot obtained, 
uo distinction being made between princi- 
pals and accessories.” 

Under tho law ax above quoted, Chou 
Chia-pu has been sentenced to receive a 
hundred blows and to be banished to a dis- 
tance of 3,000 li, this being « modification 
of the clause a which is warrauted by the 
special circumstances of his Ho has 
pleaded the age of his mother, who has ouly 
himwolf to depend upon, as A justification 
for the remission of his senteiice, but tho 
plea has been disallowed in view of the 
gravity of his offence, 

Tien Fu-shéug aud Li Pi-ch‘ing have 
beon sentenced under clause J above quoted 
to exposure in the cangue for three months 
and banishment into” military servitude 
upon a near frontier, ‘Tien Fu-shéng, 
being a commiasioned officer, will be ox 
empted from wearing the cangue.

the goal of history ?” 

But the doctrines of hell aud purgatory 
whether in Europe or Asia have played #0 
tremendous a part in the religions history 
of the world that they must be based on @ 
gteat truth, however travestied aud over- 
Jaid that truth may be.

It is simply this ;—Hell is @ stato and 
not a place, It is a state of opposition 
to the will of God, and every siuner hag 
a different hell within him as origival 
and idiosyneratic as his soul and its 
contents, While this opposition to the 
Divine will lusts, however long that may be, 
hell rei ‘When it is romoved, hell 
departs and heaven comes, Let the heart 
belong to Mongolian or Caucasian, and call 
the process conversion or regeneration or 
shat you will, the principle i the same, 
Hence nothing can save the masses of 
China from their abject provelling fears of 
the Buddhist or Taoist hell, that does not 
tend to enable them to understand, love, 
obey, and be in complete harmony with the 
Divine will or purpose. No amount of 
mere intellectual or acientifie tenching alone 
will effect this, although it is tho chief
